16, 1931 Robert Gardiner Wilson S¥% was installed as Eminent Comman| 
der of this Commandery at a time when there were 1433 members; on 
September 19, 1938 Robert Gardiner Wilson Jr. was in turn installed 
as Commander, that evening incidentally being the date of Boston's 
well remembered hurricane. In 1938 we had 1038 members. Tonight 
on September 15, 1971 Robert Gardiner Wilson 3rd has been installed 
as the third generation in a period of 40 years, all bearingithe same 
name, --grandfather, father and son; each granted the opportunity to 
serve as Emire nt Commander of the same Commandery.

Now, for the first time in 23 years since 1948 we have dropped below 
900. We now show 863 members representing a net loss of over 300 
members in some ten years, Our deaths run about 1 every 12 days 


during the year, 


There is serious danger of our losing our distinctive position as New 
England's largest Commandery, 


FINANCIAL: Unpaid dues as of Sept. 1, 1971 show 90 Sir Kts, 
owing $1467, This compares with 57 Sir Knights owing $1060 one year 
ago. Unfortunately no less than 21 Sir Knights already owe 2 years of 
unpaid dues which under our By Laws can result in suspension in June | 
of 1972, With 38 less members we find $407 more owed in back dues
